Let's Get This Fact Straight 


While Cong ress g oes throug h the prelimin­ 
ary sparring that opens each new session, 
there is some feeling -out taking place back 
home, too, where 7 0 million people are try ­ 
ing to size up their problems. 
One thing , we believe, is more puzzling 
than any thing else. 
It is the oft-repeated assertion by people 
who have been spending tax revenue as fast 
or a little faster than it could be earned that 
we the earners are somehow to blame be­ 
cause they t h e spenders have not ac- 
complishtd 
what 
we 
thoug ht they 
were 
accomplishing . 
This boils down to an accusation that U.S. 
tax pay ers have been nig g ardly at the ex ­ 
pense of the nation’s security . Or, turned up­ 
side down, it amounts to say ing that the 
earners have learned a lesson and hence­ 
forth must let the spenders run hog -wild. 
And this in the face of a new budg et of 7 4 
billion dollars, on top of last y ear’s 7 2-billion- 
dollar budg et — and a 66-billion-dollar budg ­ 
et the y ear before that. This in the face of 
a spending rate that will take $420 apiece 
from every man, woman and child in the 
United States before they start to feed and 
clothe thtmselves. 
It has not been cheese-paring by tax pay ers 
that has put the spenders on the defensive 
about their handiwork. If something or some­ 
body must be blamed for their piteous wail­ 
ing about fresh evidence that being open- 
handed with other people’s money is not the 
answer to the nation”s problems, it is Wash­ 
ing ton's money psy chosis — its billionitis 
complex . 
THIS IS THE STATE of mind in which 
spenders are able to convince themselves 
that they can do any thing with money —solve 


the farm problem, make rockets fly , win al­ 
lies and, of course, stop the Communists. 
They become so busy y elling for more money 
to finish what has been left undone that they 
forg et what they wanted to do. 
Rig ht now, of course, what they want to do 
most is convince their fellow citizens that 
the United States is not g oing to be outdone 
by the Soviet Union. Therefore, they must 
have more money . But back home where the 
constituents of cong ressmen are g oing to earn 
the money , there is a leg itimate q uestion to 
be answered first: 
What g uarantee is there that more money 
this y ear would be any different from more 
money last y ear? 
Money cannot buy the triumph Ameri­ 
cans are seeking . James 
Reston 
of 
the 
New York Times points out that the U.S. 
State Department has been acting as if it 
did not even have enoug h mon£ y to buy pen­ 
cils and paper to keep from 
putting the 
United States in the position of alway s hav­ 
ing to answer the Kremlin, instead of taking 
the initiative in what President Eisenhower 
calls total cold war.” One dollar would be 
enoug h to cover the cost of writing materials, 
provided the State Department could take 
the initiative for a chang e. 
MORE MONEY for missiles is a must: 
there is no q uestion about that. But there is 
a q uestion about more money for missiles 
piled atop of more money for every thing 
else. The Sputnik scare must not be tolerated 
as a spenders’ ex cuse for knocking down 
the tax pay ers’ g uard. 
If Cong ress learns that much in its pre­ 
liminary sparring , it will have a roug h idea 
of how 170 million people back home feel 
about a 7 4-billion-dollar budg et. 


In the Shade of the Old Money Tree 


The President’s budg et messag e contained 
no surprises. Every body had known in ad­ 
vance it would be a 4-billion-dollar wallop 
— two thirds for war weapons, the rest for 
g overnment, with the implied promise that 
the money could be raised with no trouble. 
It mig ht be necessary to raise the national 
debt limit above 27 5 billion, tbtre would be 
no tax cuts (ex cept for small business, per­ 
haps and a deficit of 400 million was loom­ 
ing for the current 12 months ending June 
30 — but the money would be there when the 
spenders needed it. 
That was the g ist of the budg et messag e. 
We think an eq ually important messag e 
was being delivered at the same time by Wil­ 
liam J. Grede. who heads the tax committee 
of National Association of Manufacturers. Be­ 
cause every body will have a chance to learn 
what Mr. Eisenhower said about g overnment 
and almost no one will learn what a business 
spokesman told the House Way s and Means 
Committee about the enterprise that pay s the 
g overnment’s bills, we herewith offer a para­ 
phrase of his testimony : 
Government spending thrives in the shade 
of the old money tree that is kept alive by 
the enterprise sy stem. Planners and spend­ 
ers who talk big about what “ we are g oing 
to do” are powerless to do a thing until en­ 
terprise does something first. 
Enterprise makes all the money they spend. 
It backs up their credit. It produces their 
military hardware and their foreig n aid. And 
in return for what it does, enterprise ex ­ 
pects g overnment to be aware of the terms 
of its survival. 
It cannot g row — it cannot survive —with- 
Once Over 


Chicag o has launched a big g er and better 
Radio Free Europe campaig n, soon to be 
joined in by New York and other cities. It 
wants to raise at least 10 million dollars to 
sell America to Iron Curtain countries more 
successfully . The idea deserves haUtossing . 
America leads the world in brilliant advertis­ 
ing , but can’t g et its own g lorious story 
across. Uncle Sam can fig ure out sensational 
way s to sell a deterg ent, cig arette or a shoe 
polish, but isn’t doing very well selling the 
g reatest packag ed products on earth, liberty , 
human dig nity and justice. 


IF WE CAN COME UP with powerful slo­ 
g ans for beer, tomato soups and a lipstick, 
why not a g lowing one for the American 
Way ? 
For ex ample: ‘‘Not a Mean Chapter in Its 
History ,” ‘‘Alway s a Friend, Never a Ty ­ 
rant,” ‘‘The Helping Hand, Not the Mailed 
Fist,” ‘‘A Pal, Not a Boss,” ‘ Home of the 
Four Freedoms,” ‘‘Amtnca, the Land Whose 
History Is a Sag a of Help for the Underdog .” 


GREAT FEATURES of hig h drama are in 
the American story . Its radio messag es shou 
stir any body . Where is there a g reater sell­ 
ing point than in the words ‘‘All men are 
created eq ual” ? 
W’hat should have g reater customer appeal 
than ‘‘life, liberty and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness”? 
So why doesn’t the pitch g et over? Partly 
because the ‘‘voice” has been s-tuffy , preach- 
ful and boastful. 
Uncle Sam has sounded too much like Mr. 
Big and too little like Georg e Washing ton and 
Abe Lincoln. 
There has been too much emphasis on ice­ 
box es, automobiles and lux ury kitchens and 
top little on the covered wag on, the log cabin 
and the steps to the tower of “old North 
Church.” 
It’s a job for the best brains in American 
advertising , and it’s been lost in hectic con­ 
ferences on sales pitches for hair oils and in­ 
dig estion tablets. 


HOW ABOUT A TECHNIQUE tha t will pcx r- 


.out adeq uate capital. In the United States, 
unlike the Soviet Union, the tools of produc­ 
tion must be paid for by the people who 
manag e them. They are not paid for by poli­ 
ticians with money taken out of the public 
treasury . If the scaredy - cats in this coun­ 
try want to g et the shakes, they 
should 
think about the dang er of letting socialists 
undermine enterprise by using federal income 
tax laws to starve it to death. 
This is not merely a possibility . It is an 
actuality provable by the fact the rate of new 
g rowth in the United States is lag g ing far 
behind the rate in the Soviet Union, where 
socialists are in a position to shake the old 
money tree for its fruit without asking any ­ 
one’s consent. 
The main thing the United States needs, 
if the truth were to be acknowledg ed, is tax 
reform to make it possible for enterprise to 
support the federal g overnment’s needs and 
policies. Unless the producers of wealth are 
permitted to keep abreast of the spenders of 
wealth, there will come a day when they 
will need umpsteen billion dollars to save 
America and the money tree will have died 
of neg lect. There won’t be any thing left to 
shake down. 
This is not the way Mr. Grede said it. But 
it is what he was driving at in a 17 -pag e 
statement, which struck us as much more 
important than the already well known fact 
the federal spenders are asking for 7 4 bil­ 
lion dollars to cover their minimum needs 
for the 12 months starting July 1. The money 
will have to be earned before it can 
spent — but the spenders never mention that

NEW YORK (AP) — A buy er’s mar­ 
ket seems to be at hand today 
for one of the last postwar .-hart 
ag es—spree in the ultra modern 
office building s that have been 
chang ing the face of New York 
City . 
Smaller firms wanting modest 
sized q uarters say they are now 
able to find them in the fanciest 
building s. Until recently building s 
were loathe to lease to any but 
those wanting one or more Boors. 
And at least two larg e projects 
have been held up until the pro­ 
moters can sig n up enoug h ten­ 
ants fo induce investors to put up 
the necessary mortg ag e money . 
Contractors, however, deny that 
there are any but temporary dif­ 
ficulties. 
They 
insist 
that

g reat postwar Manhattan building 
boom hasn’t saturated the m ar­ 
ket, that would-be tenants are still 
shopping around for space, and

renting isn’t as brisk as a couple 
of y ears back but say the basic 
demand for up-to-date offices is 
still strong .

and are moving into new. Out of 
town' manufacturers are moving 
office headq uarters to New York 
or 
establishing

branc/i. And new businesses con­ 
tinue to be formed, despite a’l the 
merg ers and even the increase 
business fatalities.

Instead of establishing the 
Soviet Union as theoretically able 
to dictate peace terms, the launch­ 
ing of the satellites resulted in 
demand inside the United States 
and allied countries »hat Soviet 
streng th bp promptly matched. Al­ 
so, instead of the cutting down of 
armament spending in this country , 
which the Soviets had hoped would 
ensue from an easing of tension, 
the ex act opposite developed and 
tensions actually were increased. 
The Soviet g overnment, there 
fore, having overplay ed its hand 
with the “Sputniks,” has felt that 
there is only one way to g et Amer­ 
ica buck to the path of unilateral 
disarmament—which is what Mos­ 
cow has been aiming at rig ht along 
— and that’s by a “summit con­ 
ference.” 


THE SOVIETS also are striving 
to soften public opinion in all the 
countries which are members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Og ani- 
zation, where the proposal to hold 
a “summit conference” is being 
described in the press as ‘popu­ 
lar.” 
But it is evident that the 'mpli 
cations of the Soviet scheme have 
not been thoroug hly analy zed. 
Thus the idea is being advanced

NOT ONLY HAVE the commun 
ists play ed up the Kennan lectures 
in their press and radio, too. but

claimed support for them on the 
g round that the Kennan views re­ 
flect what a new democratic ad 
ministration in W’ashhg ton could 
be ex pected to advocate.

former secretary of state m the

council of the Democratic National 
Committee, struck a stunning blow 
ag ainst tf e Kennan viewpoint in a 
sp rited statement issued las* Sat 
urday . 
Mr. Acheson sternly repudiated 
the Ker.nan thesis as inconsistent 
with Democratic party « latrine and 
said 'hat similar views advanced 
by Mr. Kennan had been rejee’ed 
when offered by him during tha 
Truman administration. 


MR. ACHESON’S statement was 
issued in New York City throug h 
the American Council on Germany , 
a g roup of prominent citizens who 
want to see Germany reunited as 
a free rpublic and not as a tool 
of the Soviets. Mr. Acheson said in 
part: 
“ Mr. Kennan can speak wittt 
authority in the field he knows — 
and a broad one it is — the field 
of Russian history and eulture and 
the attitudes of mind nduced by 
the practice of Marx ist - Leninist 
ideolog y . Mr. Kennas has never, in 
my judg ment, g rasped the realities 
of power relationships, out takes a 
rather my stical attitude toward 
them. To Mr. Kennan. there is no 
Soviet military threat in Europe.” 
Mr. Acheson’s statement is one 
of the best he has ever issued on 
the subject of Soviet ag g ression. 
He deserves the widest commen­ 
dation for his courag eous utter­ 
ance, which helps not only tne ad­ 
ministration in its bailie ag ainst 
adverse 
Soviet 
propag anda 
but 
helps the United States of America 
in worid affairs — a service of 
true patriotism.

The ICA in Washin gton is plan ­ 
n in g an in crease in “third coun ­ 
try ’’ specialists who would be 
hired by the Un ited States to 
work with Americn ex perts. For 
ex ample, West German doctors 
might be assign ed to jobs in Iran , 
their salaries paid out of coun ter­ 
part fun ds in local curren cies. The 
ICA is also operatin g a third coun ­ 
ty program in Japan , helpin g Jap­ 
an ese train other n ation als in v ari­ 
ous techn iq ues. 
But un der-developed Asia seems 
to wan t mostly good American s 
to helD build its econ omies. It 
does n ot wan t n ation als of a third 
coun try . 
Asian leaders say an y reduction 
in the n umber of American tech­ 
n ician s would likely in crease the 
n umber of Iron Curtain ex perts in 
Asia.

Apparen tly an ticipatin g stron g 
attempts to cut the proposal, Ei­ 
sen hower has asked Eric John s 
ton , movie ex ecutive, to head a 
bipartisan committee which would 
attempt to con vin ce the n ation of 
the importan ce of aid abroad in 
the ovei-all defen se plan . 
Adlai E. Steven son , Democrat 
ic presiden tial n omin ee in 1952 
an d 1956, said he had n ot been 
asked to serve on this committee, 
but that he would be “happy to 
help out” if asked to do so. 
Sen . Sparkman 
(D-Ala), with 
whom Steven son con ferred Mon ­ 
day , said in a separate in terview 
“the American people cught to be 
educated to the fact that econ om­ 
ic gran ts make up on ly about 15 
per cen t of the program” for this 
fiscal y ear startin g July 1. 
Dirkven said the whole mutual 
security program will be submit­ 
ted to Con gress before the en d of 
February , an d that should im­ 
prove the chan ce of passage. 
“That will give ustime to de­ 
bate an d study before the weath­ 
er gets warm an d tempers get 
short,” he told reporters.

Joint Return 
With Spouse 
Saves Money 


By RICHARD MULLENS 


Before y ou can actu ally start 
filling ou t y ou r tax retu rn for 1957 , 
y ou mu st decide: 
1. Whether to u se the simple, 
wag e earner’s form, called Form 
1040A printed on a check-sized 
card or the more complicated let­ 
ter-sized form, called Form 1040. 
2. Whether, if y ou are married, 
to file a joint retu rn with y ou r 
spou se or, if y ou are sing le, whe­ 
ther y ou qu alify for the tax break 
g iv en su rv iv ing spou ses and heads 
of hou seholds. 


BEFORE YOU CAN wisely de­ 
cide which form to u se y ou need 
to know: 
1. What income y ou mu st report. 
2. What dedu ctions y ou are en­ 
titled to. 
3. What credits y ou can claim. 
Su cceeding articles in The News’ 
Income Tax Primer will show y ou 
how to determine y ou r income, 
dedu ctions and credits. Article 11 
will 
g iv e y ou detailed 
help in 
choosing the best form for y ou r 
u se. 
The 
second decision will be 
easier if y ou keep in mind the fol­ 
lowing information: 
Any tax pay er who was m ar­ 
ried on Dec. 31, 1957 , can file a 
joint retu rn with his or her spou se. 
In almost all cases, it is adv an­ 
tag eou s for married persons to 
file joint retu rns. 


IF, HOWEVER, both speu s e s 
hav e su bstantial incomes and one 
has larg e capital losses or medi­ 
cal 
ex penses, 
separate 
retu rns 
m g ht g iv e a lower tax rate than 
a joint retu rn. The best way to 
tell in su ch cases is to compu te 
y ou r tax both way s and then u se 
the cheaper method. 
If y ou r hu sband or wife died 
daring 1957 , y ou are considered 
married for the entire y ear and 
may file a joint retu rn prov ided, 
of cou rse, that y ou report both 
y aitr income and the income of 
y ou r deceased spou se. 
Any widow or widower whose 
spou se died in 1955 or 1956 can 
also compu te the tax for 1957 as if 
he or she were filing a joint re­ 
tu rn, prov ided: 
1. He or she did not remarry 
before Jan. 1, 1958. 
2. He or she su pports a child or 
a stepchild in his or her home; 
and 
3 He or she was entitled to file 
a ;'oint retu rn in the y ear of the 
spou se’s death. 
• •• 
THIS TAX BREAK is desig ned 
to help the su rv iv ing spou se in 
the difficu lt early y ears foil owing 
the death of the hu sband or wife. 
It cannot be claimed on Form 
1040-A so do not u se this form if 
y ou are entitled to this tax bene­ 
fit.

There is no mechanical “to l­ 
erance’' — no t even to the 5 ,000th 
o f an inch — in this business 
o f o ut-ro cketing the So viets. 


IF ANYTHING go es awry , the 
machinists are blamed — as so me 
o f them were when the Vanguard 
acted like a mo le instead o f a mo o n 
last Dec. 6. The military and the 
engineers co mplained that so me o f 
the inner wizardry had been bad­ 
ly so ldered. Who kno ws? 
We do kno w, ho wever, that these 
machinists are almo st artists in 
their t'ade and there are few o f 
them who co uldn’t earn mo re in 
o ther industries. Yet they stay with 
this vital fight, altho ugh it takes 
them fro m their families and their 
ho me to wns and dumps them in 
co mpo unds in desert areas o r in 
new co astal sites where the prices 
o f rents, fo o d and the necessities 


ex tra mo ney fo r 28 day s. So me get 
it indefinitely . So me get a special 
wage bo nus. 
At Co nvair, which turns o ut the 
Atlas, this means so me o t the 
crews get $160 a mo nth in additio n 
to their regular wages, to help 
care fo r their families when the 
machinists are shifted fro m Cali­ 
fo rnia to Cape Canaveral. 


THIS GIVES them all o f $40 
weekly fo r living away tro m ho me 
in a bo o m area — and to send a 
co uple cf bucks back to the fam­ 
ily . At that rate, y o u do n’t get to 
see the ho me fo lks much. 
Yo u can’t do any transco ntinental 
ho pping o n that kind o f petty cash. 
But at least there was the ex tra 
mo ney and ex penses paid by the 
co mpanies which, in turn, were re­ 
imbursed by the Pentago n. 
But o ne day so me o f the Penta­ 
go n brtiss spied the item — which 
didn’t co me to mo re than penny - 
ante pay ments. In all, the to tal 
co uldn’t have hit a millio n do llars 
a y ear. But the Pentago n decided 
to cut o ut all these allo wances. 
When wo rd reached the special 
crews, they ’d have marched o ut 
fo r they had had a Gen. Gavin to 
lead them. 
They sent wo rd they ’d quit if 
they had to take this slash in 
wages and were fo rced to cut back 
o n the mo ney they were sending 
ho me. 
The 
Pentago n 
retreated 
strategically in the face o f their 
anger. 
But the special Atlas — and 
o ther ro cket — crews have to ld 
their unio n they will take no mo re 
chances. They no w want the spe­ 
cial per diem, relo catio n and travel 
allo wances written into the new 
co ntracts.

ICE FISHERMEN are catching 
some dandy perch at Westv ill e 
Lak e.

“Red” Crav en, the manag er, 
said that 3 in the afternoon u ntil 
dark is the best time the fish 
bite. The reason is that the ice is 
clear and fish can see the fisher­ 
men. A two inch snow wou ld help 
fishing considerably . 
Fishermen at Zepernick L a k e 
cau ght a lot of little blu egills 
bu t only one nine incher that in 
habited the waters. 
There are not too 
many b i g 
gills in the lak e y et. The big ones 
are the ones that were stock ed 
three y ears ago. In another two 
y ears, fishing shou ld be g ood 
there. 


FISHERMEN shou ld ex erci s e 
cau tion when v entu ring ou t on the 
ice. Av oid logs and stu mps that 
are frozen in the ice shou ld be 
noted. Inclu de a stou t cord or 
rope in y ou r gear. It will aid in 
rescu e shou ld y ou break throu gh. 
Don’t cu t a hole ov er eight in­ 
ches in diameter. This width is 
big enou gh to land any fish y ou 
might tie on to. 
When ice fishing alone, it is a 
good idea to hav e a spik e or 20 
penny nail in y ou r pock et. 
In case y ou break throu gh, it 
can be u sed to giv e the necessary 
traction to pu ll y ou rself back u p 


on the ice. Keep the point sharp 
also.
